U was there that Edward Hollmgwood. 


i professional gambler and one ot the 
most desperate murderers in the state, was 
having his trial lor killing a miner on the 
Plane m a quand over a game of cards, 
when the proceedings were brought to an 
abrupt termination by the brother of the' 
murdered man, who quietly walked into 
the room and before hu intentions could 
be suspected placed a "Colt's Navy" 
against the murderer's head and scattered 
his brains over the justice's docket, coolly 
walked, from the room, mounted his horse, 
ind was neirer seen in El Piso county 
again. Not an effort was made to detam 
him. 


The most sanguinary 
affair, however, 


that occurred in the old state tapitol was 
the memorable fight at the trial ol Stephen 
Weber, a notorious dit throat.who was one 
of the leaders of a gang of murderous 
thieves and conunterfettera whose line of 
operations extended from Denver to west- 
cm le*a« 
Weber had been i<*pluirU 


and kept in confinement m the old log jail 
for two weeks previous to his trial, which 
Uok place on the ilth of December, 1862 
A tremendous storm of wind and drifting 
snow was sweeping down from the north- 
The weather was intensely cold and not 
more than twenty people were present at 
the trul, which was called at nmf o'clock. 
At ab*t eleven o'clock.while the witness- 
es for the prosecution were giving their 
evidence, twelve men'mounted and havi- 
If aimed with Spencer carbines and Colt's 
nivies and leading two spare horses sad 
died and bndled, rode into town and halt 
ed at the place of trial. Nine of them dis 
mounted wnile three remained 
in their 


saddles and took charge of the rtitive am 
i trials 


The nine rushed at once into the door 


leveled their rifles at'the citizens and 
offi 


cers collected in the rooms, and threatened 
instant death to the fiul person who moved 
ahind. At the same instant Webersprang 
from his chair and made a dash toward his 
rescuers, but WK knocked down by Sam 
Mooney, the constable who had him in 
charge. Immediately one of the assailants 
discharged his carbine at Mooney wound- 
ing him severely butnotfatally in the neck. 
By this time those who were attending the 
trial had recovered from their momentary 
daze, occasioned by the suddenness of the 
attack, and the reply to the shot whirh 
wuunded Mooney was a volley of pistol 
shots which dropped one_of the despe.«- 
does dead in his trarta >nd nounded two 
cithers. Then the fight beg^n in tamest. 
Judee jury and spectators participated in 
the battle and fo/a short time the roar of 
the carbines and small amis was deafen

desperate attempts to rescue their pal by

blew a shrill whistle of alarm and five of
